In accordance with the vote of the annual meeting and the 
action of the Board in voting to sell certain land, I have prepared _ 
the necessary papers. ; 

Legal instruments have been drafted, executed and recorded — 
for the engineering department as requested by the town 
engineer. Also, I have co-operated with the Department of Public 
Works in drafting easements for highway construction under 
Chapter 90 of the General Laws. 

Many opinions and legal advice have been furnished to the 
various town officers and boards. 

A petition for writ of mandamus by Philip Antognetti, John 
Cieri and Michael Bracalante against the members of the Town 
Planning Board and the Town Clerk in Norfolk Superior Court 
and being case number 44,639 was tried in the Suffolk Superior | 
Court and the matter was resolved in favor of the Town. This 
case was an attempt on the part of the petitioners to have the 
court, in substance, declare that the plat of the subdivision filed 
by the petitioners with the Town Planning Board be approved. 
Pertinent facts in the case to be considered were; 

Whether or not the Planning Board had adopted rules 
and regulations for the approval of plats. 

2. Whether or not the Planning Board had taken final action 
on the application within the period provided by law. 

3. Whether or not the Planning Board had requested a bond 
for the faithful performance of the conditions contained in 
their rules and regulations. 

In view of the fact that the Planning Board is operating under 

a comparatively new law, there were few decisions of the Supreme 
Court that could be cited as precedents. 

Your counsel called on Mr. John J. Fitzhenry of the Planning 
Board as the principal witness for the defendant in this action. 
Mr. Fitzhenry’s appearance on the stand, his straight forward and 
honest presentation of the facts, in my opinion, was most helpful 
to the cause of the Town and must have made a vivid impression 
on the mind of the presiding justice. 

I thank all the officers, boards and committees who have 
co-operated with me during the year.

TOWN ENGINEER AND SUPERINTENDENT OF SEWERS .. . 


Highways—New equipment purchased during the year is as 

follows: Two 5 Ton Mack Dump Trucks equipped 
with sanding and snow plow attachments, and one 5-8 Ton 
Tandem Buffalo Springfield Gasoline Roller. Two sidewalk 
tractors for the removal of snow from sidewalks were ordered this 
year but have not been delivered to date due to the conditions 
beyond the supplier’s control. 

With the replacement of old units by the new equipment 
purchased this year, the equipment in this department with the 
exception of two 1¥2 ton dump trucks, which should be replaced, 
is in good condition and appears adequate for the coming year. 

New highway construction included the rebuilding of Maple 
Street from Main Street to School Street, Fuller Avenue from the 
residence of Frank Lacivita to Walcott Avenue, Gleason Court, 
Ellis Street, Occident Circle, Neponset Street from the Railroad 
Crossing to the residence of Ellis Bacon, Cascade Terrace and 
Kendall Lane from East Street to the residence of Alexander Com- 
mendul. Prior to these constructions, wherever sewers existed, 
lateral sewers were extended from the trunk line sewer to the 
street line. 

Washington Street from the East Walpole Branch of the 
Norfolk County Trust to the Hollingsworth & Vose plant was 
resurfaced with bituminous concrete. 

Boston Edison Company was granted permission to install 
underground wires from High Plain Street to Neponset River on 
Washington Street. This necessitated the replacement of the 
sidewalk between the East Walpole Branch of the Norfolk County 
Trust Company and Short Street. The construction consisted of 
five feet granolithic walk from the bank to the Francis William 
Park and a five foot bituminous concrete sidewalk from that point 
to Short Street. Aprons were provided at each driveway where 
necessary. 

The sidewalk program consisted of the installation of a five ' 
foot concrete sidewalk on the northerly side of Chapman Street 
from Main Street to the residence of Antonio Renda, and a five foot 
granolithic sidewalk on the westerly side of Washington Street 
from Common Street to the residence of Cora Parker. 

Resurfacing of old bituminous concrete sidewalks was as 
follows: Common Street, 85 lineal feet between Charles and South 
Streets, East Street from Main to School Streets, Main Street from 
Front Street to the Ten Pin Inn, and from Neponset River to the 
residence of Alexander Hood, June Street from Washington Street 
to the residence of H. W. Andrews and Washington Street from 
the Park Theatre to May Street. 
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All construction voted at the annual town meeting was com- 
pleted with the exception of West Street which was deferred due 
to the petitioning, after Town Meeting, for a lateral sewer in this 
street . 


Chapter 90 — Construction and Maintenance—The High Plain con- 
struction started 
last year by J. L. Polillio, Contractor, was completed this year 
as well as the Sharon end and a 24 ft. wide tar and gravel road 
exists now from the Superhighway to Coney Street, Sharon. The 
Town appropriated $1,000. and the State and County each made 
grants of similar amount for the maintenance of Chapter 90 Roads. 
Under this program, all catch basins and drainage outlets 
were cleaned, and brush cut on all streets which fall under this 
program. Fence repairs were made on East and Allen Streets. 
The following streets were resurfaced: 
County Road Route #109. 


East Street from Diamond Street to Plimpton Street in areas 
where the existing surface was opened. 


Washington Street from the Pumping Station southerly to the 
residence of Robert Kamp. 


Washington Street from the Kerr residence to Water Street. 


Parks and Playgrounds—A fieldstone retaining wall was con- 

structed this year near the edge of the 
woods in the centerfield area of the Athletic Field and the area 
between this wall and the track was graded, loamed and seeded 
which completed the entire grading of the field. 


Following this construction, a six foot wire fence was installed 
between the bleachers and the retaining wall with two entrance 
gates. 


The driveway between the parking space in front of the Bird 
School and Bird Street was resurfaced with bituminous concrete. 
This resurfacing eliminated the hazardous condition existing there 
as well as providing a small parking space in the rear of the 
building. Additional parking space was provided at the High 
School by the removal of the knoll near the rear entrance and the 


drive at the rear of the school was resurfaced with bituminous 
concrete. 


Lawns, tree belts, school grounds and commons were main- 
tained this year in an orderly manner. 

Christmas trees were erected as is customary on one of the 
commons in the center and the common in South Walpole. The 
front of the Town Hall was decorated also. The Walpole Business 


Men's Association donated to the cost of these Christmas decora- 
tions as in the past. 


——s 
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Tree Department and Insect Pest Extermination — Due to the 
spread of the 
Dutch Elm Disease from the Berkshires to Quincy, which has 
caused considerable concern throughout the state this year, 
considerable effort has been made to awaken the various town 
officials to the seriousness of this disease. The Dutch Elm Disease 
is a wilt, which in its mildest form, reduces the protective value 
of the foliage and also the rate of growth of the tree. Trees 
atfected by the disease range from slight dwarfing of leaves 
through yellowing in various degrees in defoliation to the death 
of the entire tree, or to parts of the tree. The disease is caused 
by fungus which is transmitted from tree to tree by the feeding 
and reproductive activities of the bark beetles. All species and 
varieties of elms, native to North America, are susceptible to it. 
The best controlled measures are to burn all infested branches or 
wood by May, and treat by spraying measures. The efficiency 
in controlling this disease can be handled only if a high standard 
of sanitation is maintained. This year our trees were sprayed 
with improved types of mist blowers atomizing technical grade 
D.D.T. and kerosene solution and emulsifying agents early in the 
spring which was followed by a second spraying around the 
middle of June and excellent results were obtained. This spray- 
ing greatly reduced the quantity of flies and mosquitoes as well 
as the population of various caterpillars. 
In several sections of the town, dead trees were removed, and 
a few new trees planted. 


Town Forest—Very little work was completed in the Forest this 

year due to shortage of labor. Considerable thin- 
ning, trimming and cleaning of paths remains to be executed. 
It is important that this work be done as it greatly eliminates the 
fire hazards that exist in forest areas and, if manpower is avail- 
able, this work is planned for the coming year. 


Sewer Department—Due to the increased building activities, this 

department had a very busy year. Earlier 
in the year, the School and Maple Streets sewer construction 
and the Hanson Avenue and Wedgmere Court sewer construction 
were completed by the installation of 5” service connections from 
the main line sewer to the street line. Fifty-six connections were 
completed during the year making a total of 378 connections 
to the system. This is the largest number of connections ever 
made in any one year to this system. 


Construction was started this year of an interceptor sewer 
from Pleasant Street through Maguire Park to the main outfall 
sewer in the rear of Hollingsworth & Vose, lateral sewers on 
Union Street, Pleasant Street, Burns Avenue, Gould Avenue, Coney 
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Street, Charlotte Road, Marston Road, Calvert Road, and the 
rebuilding of these streets. 

At the annual Town Meeting, the Town voted under Article 56 
to borrow the sum of $175,000.00 for this construction. The follow- 
ing bids were received by the Sewer Commissioners:

The contracts were awarded to the two low bidders, i.e. Sewer 
construction — Roslindale Contracting Company and the Street 
construction —- Sam Lorusso & Sons. 

The sewer construction consists of 8”, 10” and 12” laterals 
with all appurtenances and house laterals from the main to the 
street line. 

The street construction consists of the rebuilding of the roads 
to which the sewer was installed, said construction being of tar 
and gravel and bituminous concrete surfacing, curbing to be 
installed on Pleasant Street and bituminous concrete walks 
installed wherever necessary. 

At the close of the year, the following construction has been 
completed: the installation of the 8” lateral sewer in Charlotte 
Road, Marston Road, Calvert Road, Burns Avenue, Coney Street 
between Pleasant and Gould Avenue, and Gould Avenue between 
Coney and Pleasant Streets. 

Calvert Road, Charlotte Road, Marston Road, Burns Avenue 
and the section of Coney Street between Pleasant Street and Gould 
Avenue have been excavated and graveled and the necessary 
drainage installed in each street where drainage was called for. 

Bituminous concrete walks have been completed on Charlotte 
Road, Marston Road and Calvert Road. This construction will be 
completed in 1948. 
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The lateral sewer construction completed this year is as 
follows: 


194.7 lineal feet 6” pipe on private way off Walcott Ave. 
906.4 lineal feet 8” pipe on Riverside Place 
261.5 lineal feet 8” pipe on South Street 
250.6 lineal feet 8” pipe on Gleason Court

This construction added a total of 4,748.2 lineal feet to the 
system, making a total length of the entire sewer system 70,546.2 
lineal feet, or 13.3 miles, excluding house connections. 


Lateral sewers planned for the year 1948 include Common 
! Street from Shawnee Street to Washington Street, West Street from 
‘Station Street to Highland Sand and Gravel Pit, and Bird Street. 
‘This construction will have to be approved by the Town at the 
Annual Town Meeting. 
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Repairs to Public Buildings—Continuing the program ordered by 
the State Department of Public 
Safety in order that our buildings should conform with Chapter 
148, Section 52 of the General Laws, the following work was 
executed: installation of urinals and closets in the boys’ and girls’ 
toilets in the Plimpton School, with proper ventilation; installation 
of urinals and closets in the boys’ and girls’ toilets in the Fisher 
School with proper ventilation; correction of the ventilation in the 
toilets at the Stone School; installation of two outside exits at the 
Fisher School and relocation of two smoke screens, one at the 
Bird School and one at the Fisher School. 
This program includes two other major repairs recommended 
for completion the coming year which are: 
1. Correction of the heating and ventilation of the Fisher 
School. 
2. Correction of the heating and ventilation of the gymnasium 
at the High School. These have been engineered and 
plans and specifications secured ready for execution. 


The painting program has worked out very satisfactorily and 

a tremendous amount of work has been done as will be seen else- 

where in the report which justifies the inclusion of painters to our 

building repair payroll. 

Other than general maintenance of all public buildings, major 
repairs are as follows: Bird School — painted exterior of building, 
painted interior including all classrooms and corridors, manual 
training room, cafeteria, toilets and stairwells, relaid three class- 
room floors, erected an incinerator at the end of the building for 
burning rubbish, repaired tower on the building, relaid floor of 
stage in auditorium, installed new gauges on boilers and ran 
vacuum test on entire heating system, installed new grates, bricked 
up fire box, repaired doors to boilers, retubed boilers. Fisher 
School — installed two outside exits, modernized toilets, relocated 

one smoke screen, installed fluorescent lights in one classroom, 

: installed new oil burner. High School — painted second and 
third floor (interior), installed new grills on rear windows, corrected 

heating system including overhauling vacuum pump and traps, 

installed two outside doors, installed emergency lighting in audi- 
torium, executed heating and engineering plans for correcting the 
heating and ventilation in gymnasium, repaired roof, replaced 

- plaster where loose. Plimpton School — painted exterior, installed 

one smoke screen, modernized toilets, made tentative roof repairs. 

Stone School-—corrected ventilation in toilets, installed new grates 

in boiler. Town Hall —vrepaired roof. Centre Library — repaired 

roof, installed guard rail on front steps, installed new ceiling in 
the children’s room. East Walpole Library — installed shelves 
and electric lights, replaced ceiling. Center Fire Station — painted 


- 
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upstairs. East Walpole Fire Station -—new ceiling, one section 
only. 


Health Department—On December one, Dr. F. H. Fuller resigned 
his position as Health Officer and Dr. F. ]. 
Allendorf was appointed to fill the vacancy. During Dr. Fuller's 
administration he performed the duties encumbent upon him in a 
very credible manner and we are sorry to receive his resignation 
but are fortunate in obtaining the services of Dr. Allendorf who is 
exceedingly well qualified for the important position. 
The garbage throughout the town is collected regularly and 
the dump maintained in an efficient and orderly manner. 
At the close of the year, two cases were hospitalized at the 
Norfolk County Hospital. 
Elsewhere in this report, will be found a detailed report of 
the Health Officer. 


Purchasing Department—Because of economic residuals of the 
war, problems of reconversion and 

strikes, it was difficult to obtain many supplies, materials and 

equipment for the maintenance of essential public services. 

The inability to obtain these supplies and material when 
needed seriously handicaps the efficiency of any department as 
regard service to the community as a whole. 

Commodity prices rose considerably and the price adjust- 
ment clause continued due to the uncertainty of market conditions 
and the growing inflationary prices. 


Water Department—Increased building activity during the year 
added considerable work to this department. 
Sixty-two new services were installed and nine services renewed. 
Last year one of the 200 h.p. motors at the pumping station was 
repaired and this year, the other was overhauled and placed in 
first class condition. 
The following mains were added to the system:

yard, and Main Street. Two hydrants were rolocctsd: ae 
Granite Street and one on Neponset Street. The total amount 


of water pumped during the year 
2,763,000 gallons less thon last year, 907000 gallons, 
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The service truck in this department is ten years old, is in 
very bad condition, and I am recommending its replacement this 
coming year. 

The surplus revenue at the end of the year was $60,759.55, 
an increase of $1,964.19 over last year. The outstanding debt at 
the close of the year was $17,000.00.

HEALTH OFFICER... 


Contagious Diseases: Mumps have been on the ascendency 
this year, 64 cases being reported. Its increased frequency is 
due to the fact that most cases being mild, parents are careless 
about quarantining the child and he is allowed to go to plays, 
visit neighbors and enter the schools. As the disease is most 
contagious in its beginning, it of course spreads in hall and class 
room and it is very difficult then to control. We have had to cope 
with other diseases during the above dates as follows: Reported 


~~ were: 


Chicken pox 10, Impetigo 1, Measles 42, Lobar Pneumonia 

2, Scarlet Fever 8, Tuberculosis 2, Whooping Cough 7, 

Specific Diseases 2, also Dog Bite 5. 

Reports from the Department of Milk Inspection were gener- 
ally good with two exceptions. In a well run dairy certain lapses 
in cleanliness, due to temporary carelessness, may occur and for 
a short time give a rise in bacterial content. I am pleased to 
state that among those producing milk in the town this has been 
of rare occurrence due to the strict oversight of our milk inspector, 
Mr. Hoyt. 

Slaughtering appeared to be carried on with due regard to 
cleanliness and efficiency. The new state requirements are being 
gradually applied here in regard to certain changes in the build- 
ings given over to this work. 

I again wish to call attention to the very great need of cleaning 
out our streams, both large and small as a health measure if 
nothing more and to the need of drainage for others. The stream 
running north of East Street (west of Main), and running to the 
railroad bridge and beyond, particularly needs attention, owing 
to lack of drainage of one or more houses on East Street (west of 
Main). The Neponset should also receive attention in which latter 
could be done by state alone and by state assistance in conjunc- 
tion with the Town on smaller streams. I feel certain that within a 
year from health requirements alone, the above will be an absolute 
necessity. 

. One case of seizure of meat seized and found contaminated, 
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also fish the same, was the only instance of this sort during the 


Sanitary inspections throughout the town pro rata by the 
month are as follows: 

January 5, February 1, March 24, April 5, May 15, June 6, 

July 5, August 6, September 6, October 8, November l. 

Many of the inspections have been repeated two to five 

times. 

I am indeed grateful to Mr. Libby, for the generous 
support and encouragement which I have received from you 
and the Board of Health, Secretary Mrs. Willis and also from 
other department heads. 

With regards to all and to the people of the Town generally 
who have been alert and obliging in remedying defective condi- 
tions called to their attention, I extend grateful thanks for their 


cordial cooperation.

Thirty-four licenses were issued to stores and restaurants and 
nineteen to producers and dealers for sale of milk and cream. 
Two permits were issued. 

Routine inspections of dairy animals premises and samples of 
dairy products were made throughout the year. Records of micro- 
Scopic appearance, bacteria count, total solids, sediment, per cent. 
butterfat, and occasionally, flavor for all licensed dairies show 
the local supply to be very satisfactory, 

Five licenses for operation of pasteurization plants were 
issued. Over ninety per cent. of Walpole’s milk is pasteurized: 
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A total of $76.50 in license fees was collected and turned over 


to the Town Treasurer.

RECREATION COMMISSION .. .

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BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE | 
AND BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE .. . 


During the year 1947 the Town of Walpole continued public 


assistance to those in need as in prior years. 

In order that this responsibility may be further understood, 
the Town of Walpole in conjunction with both the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts and the Federal Government under existing 
statutory provisions provides relief both financially and medically 
following application at our local office. 

In line with this work, it must be understood that assistance 
cannot be solicited by your local Board; rather instead, applica- 
tion must be made before assistance can be given. 

Following receipt of the application a complete investigation 
is conducted locally to determine the eligibility of the applicant 
and a budget, approved by your local Board, subject of course to 
all statutory provisions is then prepared. 

The budget is not a matter of whim or fancy; rather instead 
it is entirely a matter of preparation according to predetermined 
standards that must be adhered to. In this manner no individual 
receives biased or personal limitations; however every applicant 
and recipient, if dissatisfied, has the opportunity to discuss the 
matter confidentially at a meeting of the entire Board every 
Tuesday night at the Walpole Town Hall. . 

During the year of 1947 many changes in all budgets were 
made due to mandatory instructions from the State Department. 
These changes required complete revision of each individual 
budget and were invariably made by your local department on 
extremely sudden notice so that your local department in order 
to avoid both a hardship for the recipient and a loss of reimburse- 
ment money gave every possible cooperation. 

The matter of public assistance with particular respect to care 
for aged persons receives increased attention from the State 
Department and new instructions pertaining to boarding homes 
for aged persons were received by your local Board during the 
year. It will interest you, the reader, to know that aged persons 
are protected by local investigation which must indicate (a) good 
standards for care of the aged and chronically ill, (b) any condi- 
tions appearing detrimental to recipients must be reported to the 
State Department, (c) all boarding and nursing homes must be 
licensed (d) quotas of such institutions must not be exceeded. 

The fiscal year of 1947 showed an increase in the case load 
due to the factors of local unemployment, physical inability to 
work and some influx of recipients from other communities. The

Be sure you know the number of the nearest fire alarm 
location. If you cannot get the Fire Department (which number 
is 260) call the Police Department (Telephone 300) and they can 
put the alarm on. If you tell them the right number, it helps a 
great deal. 

Laws and ordinances, and the earnest efforts of fire officials 
in enforcing them, will not alone control fire losses. Almost every 
fire is the result of someone’s carelessness, so be careful at all 
times with things which cause fire. 


Testimonial—Owing to the Norfolk County Retirement System, 
Deputy Chief Henry B. Hartig, District Chief William 
J. Sheehan and Private G. Frank Loring were retired as of July 
1, 1947. Upon their retirement, these men complete a long and 
enviable record of faithful service to the Town of Walpole.

TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY .. . 


During 1947, the Trustees of the Public Library, with Mr. 
Chester Andrews, Chairman, Mr. Wayland DuBois, Treasurer 
and Mrs. Dorothy Spear, Secretary, have held monthly meetings 
except during the summer. 

The retirement of Mr. George Hubbard in July, as custodian 
of the Main Library, is a source of deep regret. His genuine 
interest in the Library, his willingness to do more than was 
required and his friendliness will long be remembered. The 
Trustees wish to express publicly their appreciation of his unusual 
service. 

_ Mr. Ralph Davis was appointed to the position left vacant 
by Mr. Hubbard. 

After consulting the Garden Clubs in both the Center and 
East Walpole, the Trustees requested the Park Department to 
remove several trees. New shrubs were planted around the 
Main Library. These were paid for by Trust Funds. 

The Treasure Chest project, described in the Librarian's report, 
was most successful. The Trustees and Staff gave afternoon teas 
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in both libraries for the Elementary School Teachers who had 
cooperated in this venture. 


The marked increase in the circulation is a source of satis, 
faction. It is due partly to the cooperation and work of the Staff, 
but chiefly to the awakened interest on the part of the towns- 

people in the riches which are theirs for the asking at the Library. 

Walpole’s Library ranks high among those of similar size 
in the state in the number and kind of books purchased. We can 
all be proud of it. 


LIBRARIAN .. . 


A total of 76,412 books were borrowed from the Walpole 
Public Library and its branches during 1947. This figure is higher 
than last year’s by 13,855 or 18.1%, and is 3,521 higher than that 
of 1938, our previous record year. Best of all, the figures tell us 
that the gain was not in any one place, but in the main library 
circulation and that of branches too, with books of non-fiction as 
well as fiction, and with both adult and juvenile books. These 
books were used by 2,271 registered borrowers, making an aver- 
age of almost 29 books per person. If each person had purchased 
his books at a bookstore instead of patronizing the library he 
would have paid about $75.00 for his year’s reading material. 


During the year several exhibits were prepared which drew 
favorable comments from the reading public. In the Lenten 
season the exhibit was a number of valuable old Bibles from the 
Isaac Newton Lewis collection in the Historical Room. Later, 
Mr. Francis Donovan kindly lent us some books of local historical 
interest from his collection. In the Children’s Room were exhibits 
of ships lent by Miss Carolyn Towle, stamps lent by the Walpole 
Junior Philatelists, and two exhibits which were borrowed from 
the Children’s Museum in Boston. Paintings were borrowed from 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts to decorate the walls of the 
reading rooms. These will be exchanged periodically for different 
ones. 


Work with the children is an important part of any public 
library program. During the past year we have had particularly 
large Story Hour groups, and 205 boys and girls joined the 
Summer Reading Club. Fifth and sixth grade classes came, as 
usual, to the Library for instruction in the use of the card catalog 
and standard reference books. The Junior High School pupils 
have been reading for state certificates. We were happy to 
cooperate with the teachers, in setting aside books for special 
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work, with the Girl Scouts, in working for badges, and by giving 
folklore talks at the Camp Fire Girls’ day camp. 

In the Fall a new project was launched — the Treasure 
Chest” campaign. Early in November the Library sponsored an 
entertainment for children which was held in the High School 
quditorium. The entertainment was a great success in terms of 
enjoyment and finance as well; a success which we owe largely 
to the many people who gave so generously of time and talent. 
The money realized from the entertainment was used to purchase 
new children’s books which were packed in two gaily decorated 
wooden chests and sent abroad to less fortunate children in 
Holland and Sweden. Miss Hatfield, the Children’s Librarian, 
decorated the chests and chose the books from a list provided 
by the Treasure Chest Campaign Headquarters in New York. 
She included books suitable for children of all ages, classics and 
newer books too. Some were chosen because they portray so 
well the American way of life. As part of the annual Book Week 
observance, boys and girls of Walpole filled scrapbooks with 
letters and pictures describing their activities, and these were 
included in the chests. Empty scrapbooks, pencils and crayons 
were also enclosed, and we hope someday that the recipients of 
the chests will make up the scrapbooks and send them back to 
us so that we may learn something of their everyday life. This 
project has now been successfully carried out by many libraries 
and schools in the United States and is of great value as a means 
of promoting international understanding and good-will 


During Book Week some one hundred and fifty new books 
for boys and girls were on display as usual in the Historical 
Room and at the East Walpole Branch Library. The “Treasure 
Chests” and their scrapbooks were examined with interest by 
visitors to the library at this time. The teachers of the Walpole 
schools were our guests at a tea one afternoon during Book Week 
in order that we might become better acquainted. 

Mr. George W. Hubbard, custodian of the library since 1931, 
retired July 1. Mr. Hubbard has given sixteen years of conscien- 
tious service to the library, and will be remembered for his spirit 
of cooperation and his willingness to help out in any library 
project. He is greatly missed by his many friends. Mr. Ralph 
Davis was appointed to fill the position. 

We are indebted to the following people for gifts of books 
and flowers: Miss Kathryn Adams, Mr John Anderson, Mrs.

PLANNING BOARD .. . 


During January, 1947, at the suggestion of the Town Planning 
Board, public meetings were held by the Committee appointed 
to revise the Town Zoning Map and By-Laws. The meetings were 
held in the Town Hall, in the Boyden School, the Bird School and 
the Fisher School. At the meetings some changes in the revision 
were suggested and these changes were adopted by the 
Committee. 

A public hearing was held on February 13, 1947, by the 
Planning Board for the purpose of considering the proposed 
amendments to the Zoning Map and By-Laws and preparing a 
report for the adjourned annual Town Meeting. It was voted to 
approve the amended map and By-Laws; and a report of approval 
was submitted to the adjourned Town Meeting at which the 
revised Map and By-Laws were adopted. 
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Philip Antigonetti et al instituted suit to compel the town to 
issue an approval of a sub-division off North Street extending 
to the Westwood town line. The petitioners were represented by 
William Good, Esq. and Harry J. Mitchell, Esq. Richard H. 
Kamnally, Esq. represented the town. After a two day hearing, 
Judge O'Connell who heard the case, decided in favor of the 
town. 


In addition to the regular meetings of the Planning Board, 
eleven public hearings were held, five on proposed changes in 
the Zoning Map and six on proposed sub-divisions of property. 
The Board also met with the Board of Appeals and the Zoning 
By-Law Committee for a discussion of the status of sub-divisions 
made prior to the adoption of the revised map.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES . . . 


This Department was started on April 29, 1946, to provide the 
veterans of Walpole a tangible service, and was the result of the 
Townspeople accepting Chapter 723, which provided Towns with 
the authority to establish such a department. Since that time, the 
Commonwealth has repealed Chapter 723 of the Acts of 1946 and 
passed Chapter 599 Acts of 1947, an Act making Mandatory the 
establishment of Municipal and District Departments of Veterans 
Services. This office has continued on, as before, with its services 
to all veterans, their families and dependents. 

A new service now being provided veterans by this office is 
that of Re-employment Rights. This office now acts as liaison 
between the veteran and the Veterans’ Reemployment Rights 
Division, United States Department of Labor. Any veteran who 
has any question as to his reemployment rights, or who is having 
trouble getting his job back may get all the information he desires 
at the local office. 

The volume of new cases is decreasing; but, with more com- 
plicated problems, total man hours of service are not decreasing. 
Veterans visits to the department office remain between 80 and 
100 per cent of the 1946 level. 

Principal services requested are for housing, job placement, 
job and educational counseling, personal and family problems, 
job training, and service in obtaining veterans benefits such as 
claims, loans, insurance, etc. 

The Veteran needs a good neighbor, now as never before, and 
any Veteran of Walpole, and any transient veteran, can feel 
assured that he will get help in any problem confronting him, if 
it is at all possible, at the Department of Veterans Services in 
Walpole. |

The regular meetings of the School Committee are held on the 
first Monday of each month at 7:45 P. M. in the School Committee 
room in the Plimpton School. It is the wish of the Committee that 
anyone having suggestions, problems, or desiring information on 
school affairs appear before the Committee when it is in session. 


Massachusetts Association of School Committee Members — The 

Walpole School Committee joined this newly formed State 
Association. A delegate from our Committee has attended all of 
the meetings of the Association and has reported the doings of 
the Association to the Walpole School Committee. 


Cooperation with Walpole Parent Teacher Associations—Members 

of the School Committee attend Parent Teacher Association 
meetings regularly. The Committee has cooperated with these 
Associations during the year in re-arranging the hours of starting 
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and closing school sessions, and in the setting of dates for school 
vacations. 
Cooperation with the Walpole Teachers Association—The School 
Committee met several times with representatives of the 
Teachers Association to talk over requests for salary increases. 
The Committee assisted the Teachers’ Group in clarifying their 
objectives. These meetings were mutually beneficial and should 
lead to continued cooperation in all branches of school adminis- 


tration . 


Retirement of Personnel—The School Commiee notes with regret 
the retirement of three of its employees: 

Miss Florence A. Wentworth, after many years of successful 
service as teacher and principal. 

Mr. William Burton, after many years as janitor of the Stone 
School. 

Mr. Carl Hertel, from a janitorship at the Bird School. 

To all these faithful workers, the Committee expresses its 
appreciation for a job well done, and its best wishes for many 


years of pleasure. 


Transportation—During 1947, the Committee took these actions 
dealing with transportation: 

1. Extended Coney Street transportation to the corner of 
Sumner Street. 

2. Declared High Plain Street to be “hazardous” and trans- 
ferred all pupils living on that street to the Bird School 
with transportation provided. 

3. Published a “Guide for Principals in Dealing with Removal 
of the Bus-riding Privilege.” 


Bird School, Cafeteria—At the Bird School, a hot lunch program 

was started in 1946 by the Bird School 
Parent Teacher Association. At the request of that Association, the 
School Committee took over the management of the Cafeteria 
with the re-opening of schools in September 1947. The Building 
Principal now has the general management of the Cafeteria, 
pas ue saeene manager does the actual buying and preparing 
of the foods. 


Rotation of School Doctors—The Committee has adopted a policy 

of rotation in the appointment of 
school doctors. New appointments will be made each June, 
effective the following September first, for a period of three years. 
The new doctor to be selected will be the one who has the greatest 
seniority of residence and practice in the Town of Walpole, and 
who has not previously served as a school doctor. Each year, 
the senior member will be withdrawn after having served a period 
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of three years. When this cycle of rotation has included all 
physicians resident and practicing in Walpole, the first member 
to have been withdrawn will again become eligible for appoint- 
ment, and the rotation will become automatic. This plan went 
into effect September 1, 1947. 


Athletic Teams and Physical Education—-The Walpole School 

Committee has spent 
a great deal of time in planning ways to aid youths to become 
healthy, useful, interested members of our schools and town. It 
was decided to introduce a program of intramural sports in the 
Junior High Schools, and for those students at the High School 
who are interested in competitive sports, but not qualified to play 
on the regular high school teams. This program, besides being 
of interest to the students, naturally provides trained personnel for 
future High School teams. The total number of students taking part 
in 1947 was about 135. In football, alone twenty-five boys fully 
equipped have been playing the game at the High School outside 
of the regular squad. In the lower grades, under the direction of 
the Supervisor of Physical Education, a program of physical 
education is being carried on as in past years. 


The High School Athletic Association conducts all varsity 
sports, with the approval of the School Committee. The total 
annual cost averages about $4500. At ’’Home Games”, the Athletic 
Association charges admission and the income goes toward 
paying the costs of equipment, supplies and other expenses. Since 
the net income of the Athletic Association is insufficient to carry 
the sports program, the School Committee has an item in its Budget 
each year requesting an Appropriation to supplement the funds 
of the Athletic Association. From the combined funds, amounts 
are allocated to each sport in proportion to the needs of that ah 
for the ensuing year. 


Tuition Rates—Many children of non-resident parents attend our 

schools. In general, they come under these 
headings:—Wards of the State, Wards of the City of Boston, Wards 
of the New England Home for Little Wanderers, High School pupils 
from the Town of Norfolk, and a few children whose parents live 
elsewhere but wish the children to have the advantages of our 
system and facilities. 

In the past, there has been little uniformity in the Tuition Rates 
paid to Walpole for these tuition-pupils. The Rate for State and 
City Wards is set by the State; the Rate for individuals and for 
Norfolk pupils has been set by the School Committee. This year, 
after long study and numerous conferences with the groups 
involved, the School Committee has adopted a definite policy of 
using the State Rate for all tuition-pupils. The State Rate is based 


v 
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on our actual cost-per-pupil figures. As the cost of maintaining 
our schools rises, so does the State Rate for tuition rise. The 
amount received by the Town in 1947 from tuition is $9,789.12. 
For 1948, when the State Rate will be applied to all tuition-pupils, 
it is estimated that the Town of Walpole will receive approximately 
$19,000.00.

Guidance—Our guidance program continues to expand and is 

meeting a felt need. During 1947, all pupils of the 
senior high school have had a personal interview and have been 
helped where help was needed. In the near future, pupils of the 
7th and 8th grades will be included in the program. Mr. Warren

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Benson, State Supervisor of Guidance work has studied our pro- 
gram and has been very helpful with suggestions. Mr. Benson 
has approved our guidance department, but does feel that a 
larger office room should be made .available to our guidance 
personnel. | 


Elementary Science—A committee of teachers has undertaken the 

work of revising our Course of Study in 
science for the first six grades. When completed, the Course will 
include a graded list of simple experiments which may be demon- 
strated before a class by the teacher. It will also include material 
for both indoor and out-of-doors field trips. 


Reading—The teacher-committee which were at work in 1946 and 

1947 have made their Reports and recommendations 
regarding possible improvements in the presentation and teach- 
ing of our elementary reading program. The Principals and 
Superintendent will study these Reports and put into effect those 
recommendations which are readily translateable into action. One 
notable feature of the recommendations is that of making Phonics 
a subject by itself. 


Professional Courses—Our teachers have continued to take pro- 

fessional courses. These Courses must 
first have the approval of the School Committee and Superinten- 
dent. During 1947, 45 Courses were approved for 21 teachers and 
Principals. 


School Population Trend—The Enrollment Table which appears 

earlier in this report fails to show an 
interesting trend. The increase in First Grade enrollment in some 
schools and the housing developments in certain sections of the 
town may indicate considerable growth. For example, at the 
Bird School, we now have two roomfuls of First Grade pupils; at 
the Boyden School, we have had to open up an additional room 
on a half-time basis; at the Fisher School, the Parent Teacher 
Association is beginning to talk about the possibility of enlarging 
the school by building an additional wing. If this year’s experience 
proves to be the forerunner of a boom in First Grade admissions, 
not only will all available school rooms be in use within two years, 
but a serious condition of over-crowding will arise. The Building 
Committee charged with making recommendations for a new 
Stone School is aware of this situation, and, with the cooperation 
of the Parent Teacher Associations, is making a survey of Wal- 
pole’s under-school-age population. The results of this survey 
may have far-reaching effects on the recommendations eventually 
made by that Committee. It could easily result in a conclusion 
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that we are faced, not merely with a Stone School problem, but 
with a town-wide problem. 


Salary Schedules—When reduced to simplest terms, Salary 
Schedules for teachers are of two kinds:— 

1. Placement Type Schedule, where the salary maximum is 
determined by the grade or subject taught. 

2. Preparation Type Schedule, where professional qualifica- 
tions determine the salary regardless of the grade-level of 
the pupils taught. 

Walpole’s basic salary schedule is of the Placement Type, 
where the salary of teachers of the elementary grades is less than 
that paid to high school teachers. 

There is a distinct national and state trend toward the Prepa- 
ration Type of salary schedule. In 1947, 64% of all the salary 
schedules reported to the National Educational Association were 
of the Preparation Type. In Massachusetts, thirty-seven addi- 
tional towns adopted the Preparation Type Schedule. In Walpole, 
by combining our Basic Salary and our Professional Improvement 
Schedule, it would be a comparatively simple matter to change 
to the Preparation Type Schedule, or Single Salary Schedule as it 
is now commonly known. Such a change would keep Walpole 
in line with leading and progressive communities in the State. 


This study is being made by the School Committee. 


Receipts on Account of Schools—-Each year, the Town receives 
an income from the operation 
of its schools. In past years, the annual income has averaged at 
least $20,000. This money is not available to the school depart- 
ment, but goes directly into the Excess and Deficiency account 
where it stays until voted out for any purpose at a Town Meeting. 
In 1947, the amount received by the Town on account of schools 
was approximately $32,000. If this were to be made available to 
the School Department in the form of a credit against the 1948 
Appropriation ‘for schools, it would more truly reflect the net or 
actual cost to the citizens of maintaining our schools for that part 
of the Budget for which the School Committee is responsible.

The scholarship of the school continues on a high level and 
the school is rated by the State Department of Education in class A. 
A study of all the grades obtained by the pupils at the end of 
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October for the first marking period shows that 82% of the grades 
were average or above average. Good scholarship can only 
be attained by regular school attendance and sickness or other 
good cause are the only real reasons for a pupil to be absent from 
school. 

Many varied activities make up a part of high school life and 

some of these activities are the glee club in which over one hun- 
dred pupils participate, to present a concert each year. Athletic 
activities are also attractive to many pupils and the athletic teams 
have continued good work in winning a fair share of the contests 
scheduled. 
; The student council is a representative group which forms a 
connecting link between the pupils and the administration of the 
school and gives a valuable training in citizenship. A convention 
of councils from eastern Massachusetts was held at Walpole High 
last spring. 

The guidance department has been very active during the 
year, conducting personal interyiews, group discussions and 
meetings with parents. Last November the department sponsored 
a career evening at which twenty-five representatives of many 
vocations spoke to parents and pupils about the qualifications 
needed for their respective occupations. This year the depart-' 
ment is bringing several speakers to assemblies to help pupils in 
selecting their life work. 

We have heard many excellent speakers in our assemblies 
who have come to us because of the interest of the Walpole 
Mother's Club in our school. 

The objective of high school education is now, as always, the 
training of good citizens and we attempt to produce good school 
citizens who without exception become gocd citizens of the 
community. 

Our pupils are trained to prepare to make a living as well 
as to have good health and worth while recreations. We do this, 
in part, by means of our courses of study, physical training classes, 
and courses in art and music. We believe that through the years 
the graduates of the school have become good adult citizens and 
therefore the main purpose of the school has been attained.

SUPERVISOR OF ART : 


Present trends and their relation to our art course may be. 
considered as introductory material for this annual report. Sources 
such as “A Curriculum Guide for Primary Grade Teachers” pro- 
vided by the Massachusetts State Department of Education and 
the 1947 Yearbook of the Eastern Arts Association, Art Education 
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in a Free Society’’, tend to strengthen our convictions concerning 
- the basic philosophy which has guided us in attempting to present 
the most valuable art experiences. The consensus of opinion 
places the major emphasis on creative expression. 

The desirability of arousing an awareness of various applica- 
tions of art inspired the American Art Week program which con- 
cerned the subject of folk art defined as “the treasure of the 
common people.” Following a general explanation of the nature 
of many crafts there was pupil participation in the form of an 
exhibition arranged in each of the upper elementary grade rooms 
for the purpose of displaying the application of decoration enhanc- 
ing the aesthetic value of useful as well as ornamental objects. 
The cooperation of the children was praiseworthy. The interesting: 
assortment of examples of folk art would, if assembled in one 
place, have been very impressive. As a result of such activity, 
it is assumed that the pupils will notice the beauty and craftsman- 
ship which make their everyday experiences most enjoyable. 

Motivation for junior and senior high school classes has 
resulted from the acquisition of several new books covering many 
fields of art. The circulating library now available to high school 
students includes approximately sixty different titles. 

The use of standard art aptitude tests has been considered 
favorably after much deliberation. The plan of procedure is to 
offer every high school art student an opportunity to take the Meier 
“Art Judgment” test prepared at the University of Iowa and also 
the ‘Design Test’’ developed by Maitland Graves at Pratt Institute. 
Probable art school candidates are expected to take two additional 
tests: ‘The Knauber Art Ability Test’ devised at the University of 
Cincinnati and a ‘Selective Art Aptitude Test” by Wm. H. Varnum 
of the University of Wisconsin. The variety of aptitudes revealed 
include judgment in relation to pictorial composition, ability to 
design, sensitivity to color, observation, and creative imagination. 
A general indication of the student's potentialities resulting from 
the use of the measuring devices named facilitates individual 
guidance. 

Again, in conclusion, it is a pleasure to refer to the assistance 
rendered by the personnel of the School Department.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND PHYSICAL TRAINING .. . 


During the past year the program of physical education has 
been carried on in much the same manner as previously. Weekly 
visitations have been made to each classroom at which time 
material has been taught and that which had been presented 
earlier observed. 
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The cumulative outline started four years ago for each teacher 
now includes extensive material in all phases of physical educa- 
tion and as new activities become available, they are added to 
the outline. The State Department of Education has published a 
new syllabus which gives valuable information on planning, 
conducting and evaluating results in physical education; when 
this is used in conjunction with the cumulative outline a well- 
rounded program of physical education may be conducted by 
each teacher. 

With the ending of the war, more supplies were available 
again and each room has several balls, and has access to bean 
bags, mats, and other necessary equipment. By spring it is 
anticipated that playground apparatus of a non-moving variety 
will be installed upon each play area. This new apparatus will 
be a valuable adjunct to our program because for the first time 
attention can be focussed upon the development of the arm, 
chest and shoulder regions, which were found to be poorly 
developed in a great proportion of the youth entering the armed 
services. Each child will be instructed in the proper use of this 
equipment. 

With the cooperation of the teachers and pupils of the Boyden 
School a most successful demonstration was held last May, 
showing the work done regularly in our classes. 

The time allotment has been increased slightly in the past 
three years but still it is much less than the minimum recom- 
mended by most every educator and educational committee in 
the country. The generally accepted policy is to provide at least 
one twenty to thirty minute period of instruction daily, which if 
instituted would provide an even more effective program of 


physical education.

MUSIC SUPERVISOR ... 


Music in the schools of today covers a wide and versatile 
program. Choral singing, orchestras, bands, smaller ensemble 
groups, music appreciation, development of solo voices, instru- 
mental instruction, musical theory, ear training and other branches 
of music teaching. 

It might be well at this time to evaluate our music program 
in the Walpole schools. The choral program in the High School 
is on a high level. Our students participate in the singing of 
many beautiful choral pieces and it is very gratifying to know 
that approximately forty per cent of the total enrollment in the 
High School enjoy membership in the Glee Club. 

The singing in the elementary and junior high schools is of 
the greatest importance. We have purchased many new and 
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interesting books and we are striving to give each child an 
interesting and valuable musical experience. This year we were 
fortunate in securing the services of Mrs. Frances Dunlevy, to 
teach music in the grade schools on a part time basis. 

Mrs. Dunlevy comes to us from the Brookline Public Schools 
where for the past three years she has been an assistant super- 
visor of music. It is my earnest hope that the town will find it 
possible in the very near future to engage a full time music 
teacher for the elementary grades. 

Opportunity for q fine program of music appreciation 
throughout the school system is sadly lacking. The need is for 
adequate record libraries and electric players in each of the 
school buildings. We are very grateful to the Plimpton Parent 
Teachers Ass'n. for the gift of a large record library and a fine 
electric player to be used in the Plimpton School. 

Many students are taking advantage of the opportunities 
offered for instrumental instruction. Our instrumental teachers 
are available for lessons during study periods and off school hours 
and recently to benefit grade school pupils we made instruction 
possible on Saturday. As students become more proficient in 
the playing of the various instruments, our organization should 
grow in number and in spirit. 

I would like to state that I have generally found Walpole 
students to be musically talented. They respond very quickly to 
all kinds of musical training and I must say that it has been a real 
delight to work with these fine boys and girls. 

In closing may I thank Mr. Jones, the faculty and the School 
Committee for all the fine support I have received during the year.

SUPERVISOR OF HOUSEHOLD ARTS ... 


This past year in the Junior High School classes, Miss Schueler 
has noticed much more enthusiasm in the clothing classes, dug 
perhaps to the ‘new look” and the attractive material shown in 
our shops. 

The sewing machines available to all 6th grade girls have 
been an added incentive to learn how to sew. Making a sewing 
bag as a beginner’s problem, a small utility kit for mother and 
skirts and blouses for themselves, the girls have proven their 
ability to use both treadle and electric machines. 

The skill acquired to Grade 6 has helped in shortening the 
time of making a smock in the 7th grade. Students have enjoyed 
making colorful smocks, a pleasant change from the traditional 
white cooking apron. 
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In Grade 8 after a careful study of commercial patterns, 
dresses and blouses were made showing careful construction and 
finishing details. 

The Foods classes of Grades 7 and 8 follow the course of 
study in the practice of planning meals, learning how to purchase 
food wisely, preparing and serving simple meals that are well 
balanced and tempting. 

Extra help classes after regular school hours have been busy 
times and I hope it will soon be possible to return to the pre-war 
classtime of four periods weekly instead of,the two-period schedule 
we are on now. 

The Household Arts Courses in the High School have 
continued with practically the same course of study outlined for 
the previous year. I have endeavored since being employed 
here in September, to make the course as practical as possible, 
with a maximum of interest to the pupil. 

The Advanced Household Arts pupils have experienced a 
wide and varied type of home problems in food and homemaking 
classes. During the fall months, fruits and vegetables were 
canned, and jellies and jams were made. Planning and preparing 
meals for breakfasts, luncheons and dinners, have followed. 
Learning how to serve meals and to make use of correct table 
etiquette has been an important part of all food courses. 

Clothing classes will be held in the second half of the year. 
It is hoped the pupils will make several garments in the popular 
style trends of today as well as to develop practical short cuts 
and speed tricks in making well constructed garments. 

The Homemaking Class has made some excellent knitted 
sah (socks, mittens, etc.) and some outstanding Christmas 
gitts. 

The Health and Dietetics Class have studied the physiology 
of the body and are now taking a short course in Invalid Cookery 
which should prove most helpful to those who plan to study 
Nursing. 

It is my aim to make this course as practical as possible that 
we may develop better homes, homemakers and mothers for the 


future.

SUPERVISOR OF MANUAL ARTS .. . 


The school year beginning in September 1947, started for us 
in the shops with a capacity enrollment in each class. With 
many of our supplies still hard to get, the projects that the boys 
make are useful, but not large or spectacular. At the end of the 
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term last year, we delivered to the American Junior Red Cross, 
eight bookcases, built by the boys, and to be shipped to the 
various New England Veteran's Hospitals. This Red Cross work 
was done in addition to the regular work. Beside the above- 
mentioned projects, many minor repairs were made to damaged 
doors, furniture, etc., about the school building. 

This fall, after obtaining some lumber natively grown, we 
have been able to enlarge the scope of our projects somewhat. 
We are also continuing our Junior Red Cross program and by 
June we will have another shipment ready for the Veteran's 
Hospitals. 

After the football season had gotten under way this fall, it 
became evident that there was a dire need for some ticket selling 
booths at the new athletic field. Answering this need, the boys in 
the shop really “went to town” and built two booths with two 
ticket windows each. These booths have made it a much easier 
job to sell tickets at the athletic field and enabled four lines to be 
handled at once. The annual Thanksgiving Day game brought 
out their real worth, by keeping the ticket sellers warm and the 
lines moving orderly and quickly. 

The hockey season followed the football season and the 
hockey rink backboards, which we built in 1939, needed extensive 
repairs and many replacements. Again the boys in the school 
shop stepped into the breech, and through their efforts, it was made 
usable again and set up at the so-called ‘eighth-pool” in the 
town forest so that the hockey squad might get their regular 
afternoon practice. 

After the hockey backboards were re-conditioned, we were 
requested to make seven large bookcases for the Junior High 
rooms. These are now in the process of manufacture and will be 
finished and delivered before June. This has been, or is being, 
accomplished in addition to the regular course of instruction in 
the art of handling tools, machines, and finishing materials, plus 
the many minor repairs about the building which we are called on 
to do at various times. 

Our responsibility in the shops and drafting room is to give 
our students a working knowledge of basic and advanced shop 
experiences, to guide them in their everyday problems, and to 
enable them to be the type of citizens which will reflect credit 
to our community. The more of these experiences they encounter, 
the broader their education will be; therefore, I continue to recom- 
mend further expansion of our shop courses, and the fact that we 
have many metal-working factories in this vicinity, I would suggest 
that we seriously consider adding a metal-working shop to our 
curriculum.

Complete physical examinations were made on all of the 
children. Defects were noted by me and recorded by Miss 
Downing, our efficient School Nurse.

She reported her successes and failures to me. In several 
instances I made special visits to the parents and convinced them 
that they should have the physical defects in their children 
corrected. In some cases, children from homes where both parents 
were working in factories, were unkempt and dirty. Here again, 
the School Nurse made special visits to the parents. 

We are still making progress on the road to good health.

THE SCHOOL NURSE... 


The following is the report of school nursing for the year 1947. 
The eyes of all children were tested by the teachers and after 
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referral to eye-specialists, several children have been helped by 
wearing eye-glasses. 

Ear testing was done by the means of the 4-A Audiometer and 
several children were referred for further follow-up by specialists. 

All senior boys and girls had chest x-rays supplied by the 
Norfolk County Hospital. 

A few children have been helped by speech therapy at a 
Guidance Clinic in Boston. Many more need help, but as stated 
in my previous reports, there are no clinics able to take care of 
the number of children with speech defects. 

We have had epidemics of contagious diseases during the 
year, but I believe that the same condition prevailed throughout 
the state. The diseases were mumps, chicken-pox, whooping 
cough, measles and scarlet-fever. There have also been cases of 
scabies, impetigo, ring-worm and pediculosis. 

We are not getting the cooperation from the parents that we 
have the right to expect. Parents play such an important part in 
the control of communicable diseases. Assuming that parents 
needed more information of this subject, pamphlets, entitled 
“Information for Parents on Communicable Diseases” have been 
printed and distributed to many parents. We hope this added 
knowledge will prove helpful. 

Since the war, cases of pediculosis and scabies have been 
more numerous. In some towns and cities the number of children 
having pediculosis is so great, that of necessity, the school nurse 
has to devote a large portion of her time endeavoring to control 
the condition. Parents should inspect their children every day 
and be certain their hair is clean before sending them to school, 
-and also, that they have no skin rashes. In our schools all 
children in the elementary grades are inspected during the week 
following each vacation from school. It takes one school week 
to complete these inspections of approximately one thousand 
children. Any children who do not pass inspection are excluded 
from school and notices are sent to the parents. 

The physical examinations which were started when school 
reopened in September have been completed, recorded and 
notices sent to the parents. 

About two hundred and fifty (250) of our entire enrollment of 
over sixteen hundred (1600) children have received notices. 

About twenty-five of these were sent to children in the Senior 
High School. The greatest number of defects are among the very 
young children, either the children entering school this year, or 
those who have received notices in the last two years, and have 
not as yet been corrected. In other words, one hundred forty (140) 
of these notices were for children in the first three grades of school.

CHARLES FALES FUND SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE . . . 


The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents 
herein its thirteenth annual report. 

The following officers were elected at the December meeting: 
Mr. James Buffington, Chairman; Mr. James Riordan, Secretary. 

The awarding of the Scholarships is based on the following 
excerpts from the will of Lewis F. Fales: 

‘In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to 
be known as the “Charles Fales Fund,” to the Town of Walpole, 
Massachusetts, provided, unless a Board of Commissioners of 
Trust Funds is then existing in said Town, said Town shall have 
created a board of Commissioners of Trust Funds in accordance 
with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts within two 
years from the time said Town is notified by my said Trustees so to 
do. The income from said funds to be used for scholarships to be 
paid as hereinafter provided to students, male or female, of the 
School of the Town who become students at any university, college 
or institute.. Such scholarships are to be as nearly as practical 
each for the sum of five hundred dollars annually, and to be paid 
to each undergraduate in a university, college, or institute to whom 
it may be awarded by a Committee to be known as the ‘’Charles 
Fales Fund Scholarship Committee,” which Committee shall 
consist of the Superintendent of the Schools of Walpole for the 
time being, the Principal of the High School of Walpole for the 
time being, and if there be any time more than one High School 
in Walpole the Principals of each High School for the time being, 
and the members for the time being of the School Committee or 
other body having charge of the Schools of Walpole. The awards 
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of Scholarships shall be for one year and shall be made during . 
the month of December of each and every year. Said Scholar- 
ship Committee shall keep a record of its doings and make a 
report to the Town at the end of each year. It shall so far as 
practical keep in touch with the progress and standing of each 
student to whom an award of a scholarship has been made. It is 
not my desire to hamper in any way the Committee in making 
their award, but there are these factors which I desire they should 
take into consideration — Character, Scholarship, and Physical 
and Mental Vigor. I also desire that students wishing to extend 
their education along technical lines, shall, other things being 
equal be given preference.” 

The amount available for distribution this year was $3,195.25. 
In accordance with the provision of the will that scholarships are 
to be as nearly as practical each for the sum of five hundred 
dollars, seven scholarships were awarded.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts 
of the town of Walpole for the year ending December 31, 1947, and 
report thereon as follows: 

The financial transactions as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or commit- 
ting bills for collection were examined and reconciled with the reports 
and records in the custody of the town accountant and town treasurer. 

The accountant’s ledger was analyzed. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the treasurer’s books, while the payments were com- 
pared with the warrants authorizing them and with the treasurer’s 
records of payments. The appropriation accounts were checked with 
the town clerk’s records of town meeting proceedings and the transfers 
from the reserve fund were checked to the finance committee’s author- 
izations of such transfers. The necessary closing, adjusting and cor- 
recting entries were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to 
this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town 
on December 31, 1947. This balance sheet indicates that the town is in 
excellent financial condition. 

The 1947 overlay deficit should be provided for by the board of 
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assessors in accordance with the provisions of Section 23, Chapter 59, 
General Laws. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The receipts, as recorded, were analyzed and checked with 
the records of the several departments collecting money for the town, 
while the payments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants 
authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. The cash book addi- 
tions were verified and the cash balance on December 31, 1947 was 
proved by actual count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation 
of the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks of 
deposit. 

The payments made on account of maturing debt and interest 
were checked with amounts falling due and with the cancelled securi- 
ties and coupons on file, while the unpaid debt was compared with 
a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the several trust and investment funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer were examined and listed. The income was proved and 
the expenditures were verified. 

The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined. The transfers to the tax title account were checked 
and reconciled with the tax books, and the redemptions of tax titles 
and sales of tax possessions were compared with the treasurer’s 
receipts. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The taxes, excise, and assessments outstanding according to 
the previous examination and all subsequent commitment lists were 
proved and compared with the assessors’ warrants issued for their 
collection. The reported payments to the treasurer were verified, the 
recorded abatements were checked with the assessors’ records, the 
taxes transferred to the tax title account were proved, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed. 

The books and accounts of the collector of water charges were 
examined and checked. The commitments were examined and checked, 
the recorded payments to the treasurer were compared with the treas- 
urer’s cash book, the abatements were verified, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and proved. 

Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by sending 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing mpney to the town, the replies received thereto indicating 
that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The town clerk’s records of permits issued and of fees collected 
were examined and checked in detail, the recorded payments to the 
treasurer being verified by comparison with the treasurer’s and the 
accountant’s records. 

The records of dog and sporting licenses were also examined, the 
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payments to the State being verified by comparison with the receipts 
on file and the payments to the town treasurer being checked to the 
treasurer’s cash book. 

The surety bonds furnished by the several town officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be 
in proper form. 

The records of licenses and permits issued by the selectmen and 
the health department, as well as the receipts from sewer connections 
were examined and checked, and the recorded collections were com- 
pared with the payments to the treasurer. 

The records of receipts from the sealer of weights and measures, 
and of the highway, school, and library departments, as well as of all 
other departments in which money was collected for the town, were 
examined and checked, and the payments to the town treasurer were 
verified. 

The records of departmental accounts receivable were examined. 
The payments to the treasurer were verified, the abatements were 
checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with 
the records in the accountant’s office. 

In addition to the balance sheet mentioned, there are appended to 
this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and the 
collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, excise, assessment, tax title, 
tax possession, departmental, and water accounts, as well as tables 
showing the condition and transactions of the trust and investment 
funds. 

For the cooperation extended by the various town officials during 
the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, to express appreciation.

The Adjourned Special Town Meeting was called to order at 

9 P. M. by Henry W. Caldwell, Moderator. 
Article 1. 

Mr. Roger Turner, a member of the Recreation Commission, 
made the following report: 

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 

This report is divided into three parts: (I) What is recreation 
and its need. (II) Development of recreation in the Town. (III) 
Recommendation of this Committee. 

(1) It is not the object of this report to give an expose of recre- 
ation. 

It seemed important at the outset, however, to briefly explain 
recreation and ask the need. Recreation in brief may be—use of 
leisure. 

The truism of “all work and no play makes Jack a dull boy” 
falls short of encompassing with any degree of clarity the thou- 
sand of things which people do in their unbridled efforts to find 
satisfaction during leisure time. 

National and local surveys of recreation conclusively show 
that people seek outdoor activities with equipment which can be 
used for their own unorganized and unsupervised enjoyment. 

Walpole is unusually well situated insofar as developed and 
potential facilities of this nature are concerned. Among the out- 
door facilities would be one of the finest parks in the Common- 
wealth. Bird Park has provision for swimming with bath house, 
tennis courts, nature walks, outdoor theatre and numerous other 
fine features. An athletic field is nearby with grandstand and 
dressing rooms. . 

Memorial Park although not as large as Bird Park has a de- 
lightful setting. It could be developed to provide every facility for 
a well-rounded program. 

The schools in part have developed a considerable number of 
recreation facilities. 

There are numerous bodies of water which are adaptable for 
swimming, skating, fishing and small cratt. 

The development of these facilities and promotion of activities 
are the responsibility of local government. 

People want opportunities to engage in a wide variety of 
activities which by their nature must be organized and in many 
instances also require special equipment. 
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Illustrative of some are team facilities, music, drama, crafts, 
adult education, social gatherings and the like. 


These surveys conclude that the conduct of these activities is 
rapidly coming to be a public responsibility to be discharged 
through a municipal recreation commission or school board. 

_ In any event, the school board would be directly interested as 
a prime factor. 


Boys and girls particularly desire the satisfaction not so much 
from an activity itself as from the opportunity for close group asso- 
ciation with those of their own age. There is a need to acquire 
social purposes, habits and responsibility and to accept and exer- 
cise leadership. 


Private as well as public agencies have and should continue 
to foster the organization and supervision of this group. 


There is, however, a public responsibility that the opportuni- 
ties afforded by such agencies as cub packs, boy scouts, girl 
scouts, camp fire girls and other organizations reach a greater 
number of people. 

Finally, there are certain children who are not too well 
adjusted. They require the highest quality of skilled leadership. 
Fortunately, this community, although not entirely immune, has a 
minimum case history of social adjustment problems. 

This report is primarily concerned first with the development 
of recreational facilities for people who seek enjoyment through 
outdoor activities which may be unsupervised; and to encourage 
activities which require organization and supervision and possibly 
special equipment. 

- The development of group association of boys and girls in the 
community has a good foundation. There is need, however, that 
these activities both social and private reach more people. 

Social adjustment problems have received invaluable atten- 
tion through alert and capable municipal workers. Notably, the 
community is indebted to Miss Alice Downing, school officials and 
a sympathetic and intelligently operated police system. . 

(II) A year ago this commission made certain recommenda- 
tions which called for an appropriation. These recommendations 
were courteously approved. The appropriation was not favorably 
entertained. Notwithstanding resulting limitations, the Board of 
Selectmen at its meeting of June 6, 1946 requested this committee to 
carry on. The effectiveness of this work in part is reflected in the 
manner in which the Walpole Pool was operated. 

The Youth Club meet regularly. In addition to weekly socials, 
educational programs were introduced. Mr. Edward Delaney has 
given a tremendous amount of his time to this work. His leadership 
is responsible for much of its success. Professional assistance, 
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however, is needed to assure fulfillment of satisfaction that orga- 
nized groups of this kind can serve. 

(III) If recreation is to take its place in this growing commun- 
ity there are certain problems which must be met. 

(1) A fuller use of facilities already available, such as the 
Blackburn Memorial, Bird Park, High School Gym, 
School Auditorium and other rooms and adjoining 
athletic field. 

(2) The development of undeveloped areas, such as the 
land adjoining the Blackburn Memorial. 

(3) The creation of facilities to permit recreation on a year- 
round basis such as an indoor swimming pool and 
indoor rink. 

(4) A permanent administration of recreation as a part 
of town government, such as the Department of Health 
and Welfare. 

(5) Provisions for professional leadership and supervision. 

Conclusion: 

Inasmuch as available facilities are of a fairly high standard 
and reasonably extensive, a fuller use may well be worth while. 
The Blackburn Memorial could, with slight adjustment, be used 
for many additional purposes both cultural and athletic. 

School properties could be used for greater community activi- 
ties. 

The land adjoining Blackburn Memorial is strategically lo- 
cated. If properly drained, this land might prove to be of great 
value to the Town in many ways, if used for recreational purposes. 

If recreation is to best serve the people of this community and 
help them find satisfaction during their leisure time, it could be 
based on year-round plans for people of al] ages and should be 
gradually but definitely worked out 'so that all needs of the com- 
munity will be met. 

In order to operate a community recreation program on a per- 
manent basis, it is necessary to have professional leadership as 
well as voluntary leadership. Expert knowledge, direction and co- 
ordination cannot be obtained in any other way. 

It is, therefore, the conclusion of this commission that profes- 
sional leadership of recreation either be obtained from one who is 
already on the municipal payroll at a nominal increase in salary 
or a full-time director of recreation be engaged.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
TOWN OF WALPOLE 


The following is a report of Special Committee of the Town 
of Walpole to study the advisability and feasibility of a municipal 
air park or small airport for the Town. It will be recalled that this 
committee was appointed at the Town Meeting of June 11, 1945. 
That a tentative report was filed at the Town Meeting of 1946 to 
the effect that it was the opinion of the committee that it was advis- 
able for the Town to favorably entertain construction of a Plan | 
airport. That it would be a feasible venture. That, pending the out- 
come of Federal legislation, no recommendation of public action 
or public ownership was made. 

In 1946, the seventy-ninth Congress, the second session, 
adopted the Federal Airport Act of 1946. This act is too detailed 
to be completely covered by this report. However, in brief, the 
Federal Airport Act empowers the Administrator of CAA to carry 
out a Federal-aid Airport Program for the development of approved 
public airports in the U. S., Alaska, Puerto Rico and Hawaii. This 
is to be accomplished by grant of Federal Funds to public agencies, 
the latter sharing in the cost of development of approved airports 
in their communities. There is also a National Airport Plan and 
all public airports so developed must stem from and become a 
part of this National Plan. 

There are eight major and numerous minor steps required if a 
municipality is to participate in the Federal-Aid Program. The 
eight major steps briefly are:— 

(1) The location must be included in the then current 
National Airport Plan. 

(2) A project request must be filed through the CAA Dis- 
trict Airport Engineers. This is a preliminary filing and 
not conclusive or binding. 

(3) If the project is selected, CAA makes a tentative allo- 
cation. 

(4) Engineering plans and specifications are then filed 
with CAA and District Airport Engineers. 

(5) These plans and specifications must be approved by 
CAA. 
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(6) CAA’s Administrator then makes an offer to pay the 
United States share of cost, and upon its acceptance 
by the municipality it then becomes the Grant Agree- 
ment. (It will be noted up to this point all steps are 
preliminary.) 

(7) After the Grant Agreement has been duly executed 
and before the United States is obligated, the munici- 
pality must execute an Assurance Agreement. 

(8) Thereafter, the municipality proceeds to perform all 
necessary construction work, adhering to the CAA's 
standards, policies and procedures. 

It is the opinion of this committee that it would be for the best 
interests of the Town for further study to be made with the view of 
carrying out the preliminary steps. These preliminary steps would 
not financially obligate the Town in any way, but would, never- 
theless, alert the Town to advantages offered by the Federal Gov- 
ernment to a project which might subsequently be considered most 
desirable by a majority of the voters. 

It is, therefore, the recommendation of this committee that it be . 
instructed to proceed further with its survey of the needs of the 
Town for an air park and to make such preliminary inquiries neces- 
sary to determine if there is a site in the Town having the necessary 
characteristics for a project and to determine if the CAA will make 
tentative allocations and thereafter make an offer for a Grant 


Agreement.
